Tus case heard at the Police Court a few 
days ago,.in which: one. of the jeading 
Chinese merchants in the Colony (Hu 
Chat Shang) and a country-woman wero 
charged with having detained a female 
child, seven years of age, is. deserving of 
@ little prominence. Briefly stated the 
facts of the case are as follows. On the 


6th May the child went, out to pley in 


Macao and did not:return, The parents 
after the lapse of afew days came over 
to Hongkong in search of her, and either 
fortunately or unfortunately for the child, 
discovered her in Hu’a house, Hu ac- 
counted for the possession of the child by 
stating that she was brought to him by the 
female prisoner and-another woman, who 
represented that they were in the greatest 
distress, and. asked him’ 'to lend them 
some money on the child, He ultimately 
gave her 654, ‘and took the’ girl into 
his house as a playmate for his children, 
She was placed under no restraint what- 
ever, On the 14th she:was claimed by 
the prosecutor and his wife, and Hu 
evinced no objection to hand the child 
over to them providing they first.of all 
gaye proof, satisfactory to him, that they 
were really the girl’s father and mother, 
Before, however, any such sottlement-of 
the affair had heen -arrived at, the father 
rushed off und placed the. matter in the 
hands of the police, Hu's statements 
wero. substantially confirmed before the 
Magistrate; and as ho had really com: 
mitted no offence under the ordinance,;| 
he was liberated with a caution, In 
regard to the female. prisoner, ‘however, 
no other conclusion could be .arrived.at 
upon the evidence than’ that-the child 
had been kidnapped by ker and her com- 
anion at Macao, and-brought over-to 
Hongkong, to-be disposed.of on‘ the most 
advantageous: terms obtainable.._..-The 
female prisoner was: therefore sentenced 
to six months’ imprisonment. with hard 
labour. It may be interesting at this 
juncture to ascertain what powers are 
exercised by the authorities here for the 


‘protection of Chinese women and female 


children under such. circumstances. aa 
these. Ordinance 2 of 1875 makes it an 
offence to sell, purchase, detain against 
her will, or abduct, ahy woman or female 
child for the purposes of prostitution, or 
to have any hand in such a proceeding, 
Section 6 of the same ordinance also 
enacts that “whosodver shall by force or

# olaim for the redovery of the value of 
threo’ white mualin dressos, two jackots 
and one pauline, The defendant is a 
tailor and had boen patronised by the 
_ plaintiff for two or three years previously. 
Tn Morch 1876, the plaintifi’s wife gave the 
defendant these articles of olothing for 
alteration and for improvement, The de- 
fondant kept them for a long time, and in 
. spite of repoated demands for them, the 
ofendant did not return thom, until at laat 
he said he had lost them and promised to 
pay for them. The plaintiff said he was 
obliged to take action against the dofend- 
ant, because he waa insolent and had said 
that he would not pay for them unless 
summoned, The dofendant admitted that 
he had received all the articles as atated, 
but.he had lost them and was now willing 
to pay for thom. The price the plaintiff 
had put upon them was however, too great, 
Bis Lordship gave judgment for $12 and 
CORTE. : 
ee Ayse v. Mrs Snelling, $8.50,—This 
was a clainr by the plaintiff aa amah to the 
defendant for wages, :
